EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — 
There's nothing like a torna- 
do to stir up a tempest of tall 
stories. 


I have just returned from North- 


ern Missouri where I was an eye- 
witness to a baby-sized twister 
which nonetheless gouged a size- 
able gap in some forest land and 
amote 
down an isolated farm 


house. The couple residing there 
fled to the basement just in time 
and escaped with some head in- 
juries. 


My wife and I and her parents 


watched the thing develop in late 
evening and saw the funnel dip in- 
to th» ground just a few miles 
away. It was an evil and nasty 
thing to observe.

We Joined the 
awe-stricken 


throngs the next day, in a tour 
of the damaged area. Neighbors 
had gathered to help the victims 
of the blow. The local newspaper 
reported dutifully that they had 
built their home after a 12-year 
struggle and little, if any, of the 
toss \va» covered by insurance. 
(Local tornado insurance sales- 
men please copy.) 
A tornado, a current one, that is, 


is never as fearsome as the blows 
of years ago. Old timers can re- 
member all sorts of freakish things 
that have happened, adding story 
onto story until a relative new- 
comer to tornadoes begins to won- 
der if he's seen anything at all. 


Our Missouri tornado wasn't 


hours old before some pretty 
fair-sized stories had developed. 
For instance, there was a man 
who had met a man who had told 
him that so-and-so was standing 
in his doorway last night when 
the wind came along, lifted his 
wallet out of his overall bib 
pocket and whisked it and $75 
away. He felt nothing, this frisk- 
ed victim, except this curious 
tugging at his wallet. 
I was pondering this uncommon 


etory, picturing the man standing 
open-mouthed in the midst of this 
tornado, when another story came 
along. It seems an old pump in 
eomeone's yard had been hoisted 
straight out of its housing and ear- 
ned a considerable distance. Noth- 
ing else damaged nearby. 


Then do you know what hap- 


pened? The wind had lifted a 
garage from its moorings, swept 
it clean away, and left undam- 
aged the upanking-new car it 
once housed. There was even 
some dust on the fender and . . .

to be nimble. So I resurrected one 
told by my grandmother. It seems 
that a tornado swept by her Kansas

When 
the blow was over, the family 
emerged and found that the only 
visible damage occurred in the 
w-oodbox in the kitchen. The wind 
had picked up the kindling and 
swirled it into the bedroom! 


I could ha^p added that, as 


grandmother told it, the wood 
was found piled neatly near the 
bureau 
I figured that would be stretch- 


ing it some—even for a tornado 
story.

Gunman Shoots 
Seven, Kills Two 
Ohio Banks Terrorized; 
Police Wound Armed Man 


DAYTON, Ohio IT) — A gunman, 


apparently not interested in rob- 
bery, today shot down seven per- 
sons, killing two, in two down- 
town Dayton banks before being 
shot himself by police officers. 


The gunman, identified by police 


as Richard Meyers, 47, \\as badly 
wounded and captured in Winters 
Bank, after shooting one person 
there and six others in the Tnnd 
National Bank next door. 


Police said Meyers walked into 


the Third National at about 10 a.m. 
and began shooting. Before racing 
next door, he killed George Sawa- 


ya, 60, a local operator of 3. small 
giocery chain. 


AIos fatally wounded was Joseph 


Gavin, former University of Day- 
ion athletic director and new pub- 
lic relations man for Ohio radio 
and television stations. 


Mejers was finally shot and cap- 


tured by two-city policemen and 
an off-duty policeman. 


Police were unable to give any 


motive for the shooting spree, but 
&aid the gunmen gave no indica- 
tion he was interested in robbing 
either of the banks 


With thet exception of one. the 


condition of all those wounded was 


critical.

End Segregation Soon 
As Feasible—Court 
Justices Are 
Unanimous 
In Ruling 


Some Details to 
Be Left to Local 
District Courts 


WASHINGTON 
UP)—The 


Supreme court today direct- 
ed that public school segrega- 
tion of white and Negro 
pupils be ended as soon as 
feasible, taking local condi- 
tions into account. 


Chief Justice Warren, announc- 


ing; the court's decision, said lower 
courts could decide whether a 
prompt and reasonable start to- 
ward full compliance was being 
made by local school authorities. 


Warren said the high tribunal ex- 


pects full compliance to be earned 
out as early as practicable. 


He added that lower courts, sit- 


ting as courts of equity, "may 
properly take into account local 
problems." 


Can't Yield 


Warren said the "validity" of the 


Supreme Court's decision in the 
segregation cases cannot be yield- 
ed because ol disagreement with 
them. 


The high tribunal on May 17, 


1954, 
had declared 
unanimously 


that racial segregation in the 
schools was unconstitutional. In its 
opinion then the court said it real- 
ized that "problems of considerable 
complexity" were involved. 


It heard arguments for four aft- 


ernoons last April on how to go 
about ending segregation. 


During the arguments, attorneys 


for Southern states contended the 
high court should fix no deadline 
for integration, should not issue 
specific orders on how it should be 
done, and should leave details to 
the states and iheir school boards, 
under supervision of local U. S. 
district courts. 


Urged Quick Action 


Counsel for Negro parents urged 


the tribunal to order segregation 
ended by next September, or by 
Sepetmber, 1956, at the latest. 


The Eisenhower administration, 


through Solicitor General Sobeloff, 
suggested the Supreme Court fol- 
low a policy of "moderation with a 
a degree of firmness." 


Sobeloff 
suggested 
the 
lower 


courts be told to grant 90 days for 
submission of plans for integra- 
tion as soon as feasible. He said 
school boards could be given more 
than 90 days if they made a proper 
showing that the time was un- 
reasonable.

Communists had released the lour 
American fliers early today. 


He said the airmen were at ths 


moment en route to Honolulu and 
.hat members of their families 
would be flown to Hawaii to greet 
hem. 


Asked Reaction 


When questioning 
began,

porter asked whether the Presi- 
dent felt that release of the four 
men indicated the Chinese Com- 
munists are sincere about trying 
to relieve world tension. 


Eisenhower

This means that the ac- 
leage classificed as corn on a 
farm must be within the allot- 
ment in order for any corn pro- 
duced on the farm to be eligible 
for loan or pui chase agreement.

Egg Leftovers 


Several of you homBmakers have 


said that you have difficulty find- 
ing ways to use your extra leftover 
egg whites or yolks. 


I hope these suggestions may be 


of help to you. 


It is best to use them promptly or 


to keep them covered in the re- 
frigerator while they wait. You 
should cover unbroken yolks with 
water and keep whites or broken 
yolks in a tightly covered jar or 
dish. 


Either an extra white or an ex- 


tra yolk may be added to scram 
bled eggs, custard, cheese sauce, 
cooked salad dressing, the egg 
end-milk mixture for French toast, 
or for coating croquettes, sliced 
tomatoes or egg plant before fry- 
Ing. 


A white custard, smooth and un- 


usually firm, may be made by 
using four egg whites in place of 
the two eggs called for in a recipe. 
A custard with a deep yellow color 
may be made by using two yolks 
for each whole egg in the recipe 
and baking slightly longer. 


Cakes, like custards, may be 


made with all whites or all yolks 
as well as with whole egg.?. 


Extra whites-have a great vari- 


ety of uses. For 
example, in 


cheese or vegetable souffle or in 
chocolate souffle for dessert, six 
egg whites may be used in place of 
four eggs. In baked puddings, three 
whites may replace two eggs. Ex- 
tra whites also may be used in gel- 
atin sponge desserts, such as the 
old-fashioned snow pudding. Fruit 
whips—ntritious desserts for young 
end old in the family—are made by 
whipping whites with sugar and 
combining with strained fruit. 


An extra white may be used to 


"stretch" whipped cream. Fold a 
meringue made of one white and 
two tablespoons of sugar into one 
cup of whipped cream. The same 
mixture may be used for refriger- 
ator frozen ice cream. 


Finally, extra whites can be used 


in many froglings for cakes and 
in macaroons and confections. 


Three Glasses of Milk 


You homemakers are concerned 


when your child refuses his meals, 
when your husband insists on eat- 
ing what's not good for him or 
when an oldster haa no appetite. 
But what about your own diet? 


Did you know that the average 


dite of women as a group runs low 
in two important nutrients—calci- 
um and a B-vitamin, riboflavin? 


Surveys show that the average 


diet of women includes little more 
than half the calcium that is nec- 
essary for best nutrition. Calcium, 
as you know, is responsible for 
bone and tooth protection. A long 
continued diet lacking in calcium 
results in fragile bones that break 
easily and mend slowly. 


The B-vitamin, riboflavin, is nec- 


essary for healthy eyes, skin and 
other tissues. It is also related to 
the body's resistance to certain 
diseases. 


One single food—milk—is out- 


standingly rich in both calcium 
and riboflavin. In addition, it has 
other properties that contribute to 
a person's general good health. Ex- 
perts recommend that adult wom- 
en consume three glasses of milk— 
or the equivalent in milk products 
—each day. The milk may be skim 
or whole—the amounts of calcium 
and riboflavin will be the same in 
both. 


Some women and teen-age girls 


don't use milk because they fear 
it is fattening. Actually, milk and 
milk products are basic foods in 
all scientifically sound reducing 
diets. The various' forms and prod- 
ucts of milk may be used instead 
of .fluid milk if "they are used in 
equivalent amounts to provide cal- 
cium and riboflavin.-For instance, 
three tablespoons of dried skim 
milk are the equivalent of one cup 
of liquid skim milk.

tion of government weie followed. Not only that—there would also bt 
a surplus for the fust time since 1951. And taxes might be cut. 


These potential sayings ate indicated as the nonpartisan group 


headed by ex-Pi esident Herbert Hoover pas&es the halfway point on th« 
20 reports it is issuing this year. 


They will show where government expenses could be cut and how 


government efficiency could be inci eased. 


On the first 11 leports issuer! so fai. net savings on an annual basil 


of over a billion and a half dollars have been indicated. Since tha 
mne lepoits siui 10 come eo\ei bigj,ei ilerus ui c \pcu5?, ths total pos- 
sible savings annually could be \\ ell over the three-billion dollar mark. 


The anticipated budget deficit for the government's fiscal year be- 


ginning July 1 is two and a half billion. For the year ending June 30 
it will be between four and five billion. 


THE POSSIBLE ANNUAL SAVINGS which the Hoover report» 


have so far levealed are- Reducing of papeivork, 255 million dollars. 
Medical services. 293 million. Lending agencies. 200 million. Trans- 
portation, 151 million. Food and clothing pui chases, 340 million. Ware- 
housing, 2S2 million 


Two major provisional savings have also been listed. 
If the government's employe turnover rate could be reduced from 


25 to 20 per cent a ypar, annual savings of 60 million dollars could b« 
made 


The second conditional saving: is a little moie complicated. The 


government—principally Department of Defense—now deUates surplus 
about two billion dollars' worth of supplies a veai 
In selling these 


sin pluses, the government gets from five to seven cents on the dollar 
of original cost. 


If the government could inciease this by one cent on each dol- 


lar's worth of surplus sold, the increased leturn would be 20 million 
dollars a year 
If the leturn could be increased by five cents on the 


dollar the return to the treasmy would be 100 million dollais 


There is a third major field of possible savings known as "one- 


shot" economies. This is to distinguish them fiom iccurring annual 
savings. 
One-shot savings would merely reduce the naional debt. 


FOR INSTANCE, if the government liqu'dated some of its lending 


agencies and government corporations anc! icturned their capital funds 
to the treasury, some five billion dollars might be recovered. 


This figure is the total of one-shot savings indicated in the first 


ten Hoover report recommendations. For the entire 20 reports being 
issued this year. President Hoover has indicated the total recommended 
capital fund saving might be seven billion. 


From this curtailment of government programs there might b« 


further annual reduction of expense 
Naturally, if the government 


stopped doing any of its numerous activities, it would reduce expendi- 
tures 
But this would not show on the books as a saving. 


This recommended curtailment of government activities has put 


the Hoover commission in more hot water than it has been before. 
It involves such popular programs as government housing loans, farm 
loans, rural electrification and telephone loans and Tennessee Valley 
Authority activities. Also many business-type enterprises which bu- 
reaucrats consider essential. 


Some of the Hoover recommendations in this field go so far as to 


be in conflict with expressed Eisenhower administration and Repub- 
lican platform policies. This has caused the \Vhite House and soms 
of the executive departments considerable embarrassment. 


THE HOOVER, CODDSSION answer to this point is that it was 


not created to defend anyone's policies. It was set up by law to show 
where savings might be made and more efficiency achieved. It is hi* 
partisan in make-up and nonpartisan in objectives 


So far. the first ten Hoover reports have made 221 recommenda- 


tions. Twenty of them could be carried out by presidential executive 
order. Eighty-four could be carried out by administrative action in 
the government agencies. 


But 117 of the recommendations will require action by congress 


to change existing law. Mr. Hoover thinks nine or ten omnibus bills 
might cover the field 


So far only one bill—to reorganize government legal semces— 


has been introduced in congress. Others are in preparations and may 
be filed soon. Few will be acted on this year. But reorganization act 
authority has been extended to June 1, 1957.

WASHINGTON W— The Demo- 


crats are mousy quiet for a politi- 
cal party only 17 months away 
from the 1956 presidential election. 
If they have found one stirring is- 
sue to use against the Republicans 
next year, they haven't disclosed 
it. 


Yet at this same time in 1951 


the Republicans were clouting the 
Democrats with two issues which 
remained major through the next 
17 months up to election day in 
1952: 
the Korean War and al- 


leged Communists in government. 


There is no war now. The Demo- 


crat's can't accused the Republi- 
cans of not trying to get Reds out 
of government. Long ago Presi- 
dent Eisenhower predicted his Re- 
publicans would work so hard on 
this problem it would not be an 
issue in 1956. He seems to have 
been right. 


Extremely Placid 


With few exceptions, congres- 


sional Democrats, the real party 
spokesmen when thev have no 
chief in the White House, have 
been extremely placid. This might 
be interpreted as meaning the 
Democrats think they have a cinch 
in 1956. They probably think noth- 
ing of the kind. 


If Eisenhower runs again, the 


Democrats' chances of losing look 
as good as in 1952. His popularity 
remains astonishingly high after 
almost 28 months in the White 
House. 


The Democrats, instead of try- 


ing to manufacture issues day by 
day, have given him extraordinary 


cooperation, particularly in for- 
eign affairs. The question has been 
asked: How long will this go on? 
The Democrats may change their 
attitude. They haven't shown much 
sign of it yet. 


They have bucked Eisenhower 


from time to time: on lowering 
:axes, 
boosting1 po.ct?! workers' 


pay, on restoring inflexible price 
supports, on roadbuilding. 


The Democrats could have rip- 


ped into the administration for its 
confusing handling of the anti-polio 
vaccine. Most didn't. Criticism on 
that delicate subject might have 
boomeranged. 


"Saved" Ike 


The one thing they have harped 


on, in one way or another, is that 
they have saved Eisenhower from 
his own Republicans. These fac- 


tors, more than any others, are 
probably responsible for the Dem- 
ocrats' strange quietness so late 
in the political season: 


1. Eisenhower's personal popu- 


larity. They know that if they find 
something to hit him with, it had 
better be big, real and earnest. 
Petty attacks on him will look 
petty and may have a reverse ef- 
fect. 
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2. The two parties' programs are Hp 


not basically far apart anyway. 
And, since this is a time of great 
prosperity, 
the Democrats 
will 


have a time pointing up any great 
differences unless they can find 
issues of deep and stirring inter- 
est. Those issues have not appear- 
ed. 


3. The Democrats, except for 


their party label, lack a central 
rallying point.

And cor- 
porations who were being" conserv- 
ative the first of the year about 
the number of jobs they would 
offer now have revised their plans 
upward in line with general opti- 
mism over the business outlook. 


Available jobs are now running 


about "10 per cent ahead of a year 
ago, most colleges report. 


Young engineers will get an av- 


erage starting pay of $400 a month 
and nontechnical grads will start 
at $300 to $390 a month, according 
to a survey of 120 schools by the 
Northwestern National Life Insur- 
ance Co. of Minneapolis. This is a 
gain of from $10 to $35 over last 
year. 


But a dark side of the picture is 


pointed out in another survey of 80 
top corporations and 80 colleges in 
all parts of the country by Execu- 
tive Job Counselors, a New York 
firm. Corporations report that on

The declaration of a state of 


emergency by the Queen would 
give Eden a freer hand to deal 
with the crisis, including the pow- 
er to requisition stocks of essen- 
tial materials and to use troops 
and service 
facilities to move 


goods and carry workers to es- 
sential jobs. . 


Lord Salisbury, 
one of Eden's 


right-hand men and president of 
the Privy Council, led the three- 
man government delegation to Bal- 
moral Castle, where the Queen is 
vacationing. 


350 Laid Off 


The first industrial plant to feel 


the effects of the strike was the 
South Durham Steel Co., which 
laid off 350 night shift workers 
with the announcement that one 
mill would not reopen because of 
lack of coal.

close by the weekend unless the 
strike Is settled.

fied their leaders' orders to go 
back to work.

London was threatened with the 


worst traffic jam of its history. 
Hundreds of thousands of subur- 
banites who normally ride to work 
in trains converged on the city 
afoot or by automobiles. 


Long lines of trucks

MIAMI, Fla. W— Louia (Little 


New York) Campagna, a sidekick 
of the late Al Capone, died Monday 
of a heart attack. 


He was stricken while battling 


to land a large fish. He was re- 
moved from the boat by Coast 
Guard helicopter but died shortly 
after reaching a hospital. 


Campagna, 57, waa one of the no- 


torious Capone gang during the 
1930s. In 19*3 he drew 10 years in 
prison on conviction of conspiracy 
to extort a million dollars from 
movie executives. He served one- 
third of the sentence in the federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta and was 
paroled. 


Original Bodyguard 


He was one of Capone's original 


bodyguards and received the nick- 
name "Little New York" from the 
stubby kingpin mobster. Police 
sources at Chicago said Campagna 
joined Capone from New York, 
where he had been known as 
"Lefty Louis." 


Campagna told the Senate Crime 


Committee headed by Sen. Kefauv- 
er (D-Tenn) that bookmaking in 
Cicero, a Chicago suburb, netted 
him about $80.000 to $90,000 a year 
before he was convicted in the 
movie extortion case. 


At last report, he had bought an 


800-acre farm near Fowler, Ind., 
and lived there.
